announced that he will do nothing 
further for the present at least, to­ 
ward extending the line. 
Tuesday morning when interviewed 
by a Herald reporter, Mr. Baker stat­ 
ed that he had ordered all further 
work called off, and has also ordered 
the release* of the $100,000 in bonds 
subscribed in Springfield. 
“ It would require at least $240,- 
000 to make the extension,” said Mr. 
Baker, “and if the amount asked of 
this city had been raised and a small­ 
er amount along the line, I would 
have furnished the remainder and 
built the road, but the lack of inter­ 
est shown here has completely dis- 


eouraged me, and I have quit. 
The 
present road is netting me a nice 
profit, and I will continue to conduct 
that as at present.'’ 
It Is understood that tile W ashing­ 
ton Savings bank of this city agreed 
to take $14,000 of the bonds, but the 
raising of further fundg was slow 
work and not at all encouraging. 
Mr. Baker is greatly disappointed 
with the result of efforts to raise the 
necessary amount of bonds, and feels 
that the guarantee placed behind the 
bonds was sufficient to prevent any 
loss to holders of the bonds, and was 
of the opinion that the road would 
have been a paying venture from the 
start 
The failure of 
the venture 
also 
means disappointment 
to

many citizens who have long wished 
to see the extension of the road to 
this city.
